- ST. LOUIS, Oct. 16. — Episcopalian 
brides must still promise to obey, for 
thé. ‘marriage rite in the Protestant 
Episcepal Church cannot be modernized 
for at least another three years. 

It was announced in the House of 
Deputies. today that’ the general: con- 
vention of. 1919' would have to take up 
the question of matrimony, for there

Hughes in a,speech here tonight intro- 
duced Colonel E. M, House, confidant 
and unofficial emissary, of President 

Wilson, to the American’ people: as a 
campaign jssue, and in discussing his 
activities endeavored to turn back upyn 
ithe President the charge made _by Mr. 
Wilson in addresses at. Shadow Lawn 
land elsewhere that the success of the 
| Republican Party would mean that “ fn- 
‘visible government’’ would rule the 
| United States. 

‘I desire government through ‘ two! 
Houses ‘and not, three," was thé way | 
Mr. Hughes brought Colonel House’ into | 
the campaign.

Mr. Hughes, asserted that the 
Democratic Administration had: béen one 
of-*‘ mysterious influences *" and ‘‘ unof- 
ficial . spokesmen,” - which .did ‘not, in 
his mind,-square with Le best interest 
of the people.

\Here is the first picture of the: “¢ tank," | 

or caterpillar tractor armored car,- so 
prominently méntioned in recent dis- 
patches from the western front, The 
‘tank’ .was evidently photographed 
after battle, during which it had either 
been struck by a heavy shell or had 
met with other difficulties. which had in- 
jared one’of its tractors. 

This tractor, on the further side of the 
*Mmachine, shows plainly the method by 
which the.‘‘ tank ’’ moves. The élliptical 
belt, which is used for a-track, has been 
parted, showing the ‘teeth of the power- 
ful wheels that revolve the. track and 
move thé ‘“*tank’’ along: ‘Similar sets 
of wheels are at.both ends of the belt, 
while between them, both top and bot- 
tom,, there arerollers, which facilitate 
the movement of the belt. .On the under- 
side, where the belt grips the ground, 
these rollers are set close. together, so 





that there may. be continuous contact, 
which is further assured by the great 
weight of the “ tank."’ 

The ‘‘ tank,”’ which is built entirely of 
steel, is apparently not more than 40 
feet long and 12 feet high at its highest 
point, the top of the gun turrets. , The 
seaffolding above the centre of the ma~ 
chine may be a brace, supporting the 
turrets when traveling over broken or 
shell-pitted ground. 

The large wheels, shown in front but 
evidently detathed, may belong to the 
“tank” or -to @ dismantied gun car- 
riage. If attached to the ‘‘tank,’’ as in 
the design of’ the’ American caterpillar 
tractor used for heavy. hauling, they are 
about ten feetbin. front and are rae, 
more as ‘‘feelers’’ and for adding 
length to the machine than for any other 
purpose.

THIS GROWING TOWN. 

There is little that is surprising 
Stet the fact that the figures of reg- 
istration and of travel on the city's 
railways show constant increase. That 
is an old story. Interest survives 
chiefly in the details which show the 
alteration of the currents of popula- 
tion. The figures of registration are 
those which show where. voters sleep, 
not where they work-or play. If the 
census of the day population of Wall 
Street or the night population of the 
theatre district were to be taken, Man- 
hattan would show increases which 
would rival the growth of the lodger or 
night population of the other boroughs. 
As it is, Manhattan’s decrease of the 
population which goes elsewhere to 
sleep is a measuré of its growth, not 
of its decline. Manhattan and the 
Bronx together, the old smaller New 
York, which used to be all of New 
York, have passed into the minority 
now, and the prospect is good that the 
single Borough of Brooklyn alone will 
outnumber Mantiattan in the next year 
or two. This year’s increase repeated 
would do it. The increase in the Bronx 
alone this year made good the loss of 
Manhattan: The time is not distant 
‘when Queens will rival any other bor- 
ough. 

“These changes would have been im- 
possible without the improvements in 
fapid transit, for which the figures are 
given simultaneously. ‘Within a year 
there: has been an increase of fares by 
nearly one hundred millions, to nearly 
two billions... There have been larger 
annual increases—the maximum was 
128,845,272 in 1910—and there will be 
stil] larger when there is a recurrence 
of the same cause, that is, a sudden 
and great increase of rapid transit ac- 
commodations. Just now we are hav- 
fing only small installments on account, 
but there is a larger addition ahead 
than any we have had in-the past.

The amusing traditional Republican 
theory that Prosperity fs Republican, 
and Bad Times are Democratic, has 
had to be modified this year. The 
country ignobly consenting to be high- 
ly prosperous under.a Democratic'Ad- 
ministration; Mr. HuG@ues and the rest 
of the Republican spellbinders shout 
that the prosperity is “false” or 
“temporary,” “evanescent” in the 
more stately phrase of Mr. FAIRBANKS, 
The real, live, only genuine, “ perma- 
nent ” prosperity can be had only from 
the Republicans and by means of the 
magie of high protection. Mr. F. D. 
UNDERWOOD, President of the Erie Rail- 
road, in an interview advocating the 
re-election of Mr. Wutson, brushes 
away the cobweb assumption that 
American business thrives or sags ac- 
cording to the mutations of politics, 
Its essential vitality, its future, depend 
mainly upon the brains and the energy 
of business men: 

Prosperity is ‘here. It must depend 
largely on our courage, initiative, and 
enterprise, and not on politicians or 
parties. 

So much for the arrogant doctrine 
that the Republican. Party and. its 
Gold-Brick Twin, Protection, are the 

creators and preservers of prosperity. 
To shock and harry business, so far as 
they could, the Republicans from the 
time of Mr. RoosEVELT’s accession to 
the Presidency, were perniciously ac- 
tive. Called into power as a cOnserva- 
tive party, they accomplished little 
that was constrictive. Meanwhile the 
Democratic Party, mastered by Bryan- 
ism and Populism, continued to disgust 
conservatives and the business com- 
munity., It was its misfortune and its 
fault ‘that it managed to get on the 
wrong side of most financial and busi- 
ness questions. The Republicans, 
tainted with Greenbackism and free 
silver, compelled in 1896 to come out 
squarely for the gold standard, wrig- 
gled finally to the sound side. The 
Democrats condemned themselves to be 
a minority, followed the seductive Mr. 
Bryan. into defeat and, sullen opposi- 
tion and radical wild-goose chasing.

These sentimental pacifists would not 
care to be classed. with the vociferous- 
ly unpatriotic followers of the cult of 
HILLquiT, uneducated, highly emo- 
tional foreigners, most of them, who 
have much: to learn before they can 
be regarded as rthy American citi- 
zens. There must have been a very 
small minority of voters in the crowd 
which cheered HitiqeuitT. But the pa- 
cifists are all classed together: in the 
minds of patriotic citizens. They all 
cherish the fallacious theory that war 
can be avoided by avoiding all prepara- 
tion for war, by keeping our citizens 
untrained for defense, by scrapping our 
navy and creating a general distrust 
of soldiers, by dwelling, in short, per- 
petually, in a fool’s paradise. The Hill- 
quit people know no better. The mili- 
tary idea to them suggests authority 
and discipline, and they hate both. 
Those who know better and yet sub- 
scribe to the pacifist doctrine are more 
dangerous enemies of the nation.

applied with intelligence. 

A real cure, therefore, costs more 
money than is available for the parents 
of a majority of the children who. es- 
cape death when they have the malady, 
and, in order that they may not be in- 
capacitated for life, in many cases to 
become public chargés, th is need 
that they receive timely assistance from 
people of larger resdurces and a well- 
developed sense of. social responsibility. 

The opportunity and the duty to save 
these little ones have been recognized in 
this city by the New York: Committee 
on After Care of Infantile Paralysis 
Cases, of which Dr. Tuomas J. Riray 
is Chairman, and ‘there has also been 
formed an auxiliary, the Sick Children’s 
Transfer Society, to work in the same 
field.

Wrecking the Hudson’s Beauty. 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In my Intimate acquaintance with the Hud- 
son River of some fifteen or twenty years I 
have watched a growing menace, Within 
lese than that time Croton Foint has been 
wrecked by brickyards. Hook Mountain has 
been scaled’ off 1,000 feet in height and a 
mile or more in extent. . Verplanck’s Point 
wae already a melanchély wreck, with the 
fine Cruger mansion overhanging the huge, 
abandoned ‘clay pits. The quarries: below 
Haverstraw and at Stony Point and the 
Haverstraw brickyards are all, in active 
eruption, The Palisades; Bear Mountain 
Park, and West Point are saved, but I know 
of no bar to the conversion of the rest of 
the Highlands into traprock. North of Corn- 
wall, where the Canoe Association used to 
camp, a great sand mine now takes the place 


of | of the verdant fields, Opposite Newburg are 


long stretches of brickyards. To the north 
Roséton is a wilderness of clay galleries, 
With the pillared Bancroft colonial. mansion 
hanging over them, The estate to the north, 
on which is the Danskanner Light and Rock, 
where the fairies were supposed to dance, 
met a like fate. The house, in which I haye 
stayed, is hanging over the destruction; the 
family were compelled to sell their home- 
stead,. So I might go on. Above Kingston 
and below brickyards extend almost: solidly 
for six or eight miles, with two or three 
miles also just below Saugerties. North of 
that I do not know the river so well, ‘but I 
do know that the river is lined with clay 
and rock and sand which may at any time he 
ruined. 

It is all the more necéssary to call atten- 
tion to this, as the saving of the Palisades 
and the gift-of Bear Mountain Park seem 
to have given rise to a belief that no fur-
